MM. WILSON'S LETTER. 

Mr. William W'ilsuu lias come to tlie 
aid of liiv. David W.- Higgius in the Laiul 
Exchange controveray. We oxteiitl to 
liim, al.so, ii hearty wolcoiiu'. "TMUh 
caiiMOt be conliiiued eiunij;h, Uiough 
doubts .iliould ever cease," and tlie luoie 
iiitelligeiil ainl goud-lempered ciintMi 
veraialista tliere are, the merrier. 

Mr. WilsOU sets out by caating a 
doubt on tho integrity and the gooil- 
faith of those who differ with him in 
opinion. This is not courteous, and, if 
he will jieriiiil us to say it, not sensible, 
it is no siyii of superior judgiueut to bo 
continually .sudpectiug others of being 
actuated by sinister .motives. It is, in 
truth, rather tlio reverse. When Mr. 
Wilson says, "From tho letter of Mr. 
D. \V. Higgine, and your editorial 
tberemi, it appeals that some Domiuiou 
and I'nivinoial ))oliticiaus ai'o man- 
tcuvring to hand oscr to the Domitiiou 
of Canada manj' millions of acres of the 
Peace River country belonging to tbi;- 
provinee for the remains of the railway 
belt," he makes iin insinuation whiob i.s 
iiKiuifcslly unjust. Our correspondent's 
memory i.s vnry liail imleed, or be mu.-t 
know that there is no "niauu-uvring" in 
in the matter. He cannot have forgot- 
ten that a little more than two years 
ago the Legislative As.sembly of the 
I'rovince, without a siuglc dis.ieiiting 
voice, reconinieiulcd tliat liiis exoliaiigc 
be inaile. On the litli of April, 1887, 
tho Assembly by u unanimous vote 
passed the following resolution : — 

"That in the opinion of this House it 
is desirable, in the interest of British 
Colttmbia, to exchango land in the 
Peace River Country, near the eastern 
boundary of the Province, for aucli land 
as the Dominion may be entitlud to un- 
der tho te-nia of Union and the .Settle- 
ments Act, between Biirrard Inlet, and 
theEiiatern Houndary of the I'roviin.e. '' 

Mr, Senilin, in moving his resolution, 
made a very sensible speech in which 
he dwelt chiefly on the incouveniauce of 
having tlio land of the railway belt un- 
der two dilTorent jurisdictions. He said 
aljsoliitely ndtliing as to the difleronci' 
in tho value of the tracts proposed to Ix 
e.\ehaiiged. The diilicultie8andcom]>li 
cations which, in his ' opinion, th«i, 
made an exchange in the interests of tliv 
people of British Columbia advisablo, 
still exist. No inoinbcr of the Legisla- 
ture raised a single objection tc 
Mr. .Scnilin's slatcnii'iits uiid a rginnonts. 
lie, to all appearance, exjiressed tin 
opinion of every member of the Asseiu 
bly. 

iMr. Wilson surely does not forget 
that tho Opposition afterwards cen-

the iJoiniiiioii Kxecutive to ex 
change lauds. Was there aii^ 
"iiiaiKL'iiveriiig" in tlic < Hjvci oMn-nt'.s 
attempt to cui-ry ont tin- stn.ii-ly r\ 
pressed desire of the re|iif.seiitativ(s oi 
the people of this province y As oiii 
correspondent knows lliuro was uu con 
cealmciit about llui inaltor. The ex 
change was openly projiosed and openis 
discua.st!il, and the tioveniiueiil wii- 
urged luitb by tlu-ir siippoi tors and tbcii 
opponents to do what they could to cl 
feot tliu axclmnge.
